An Ordivance Pertaining to Sew- 
erage iu the en of Hens. 


[Passed July 7, 1888.) 


¥Y VIRTUE OF THE POWER AND AU- 
thurity conierred by the iaws of the 
sate of Nevada, the Board of County Com- 
aussioners do ordain as iollows : 
dectiou 1. It is hereby made the duty of all 
persons owning property trouting on streets 
andalieys whim the corporate umts of the 
town oi Keno, through which the sewer sys- 
tem of said town has been, or may hereaiter 
be commpieted, to properly comnect the waste 
and sou pipes of their respective premises 
with said sewer system, so as to property 
and etectuaily drain their said prem- 
es, and ai such connections shail 
be made with iron or vitrified earthen 
pipe; and if any property-owner shell 
jail, retuse or negiect to make roper 
connection with said sewer system, as herein 
provided, for a period of thirty days aiter 
the completion of said sewer system to or 
past his ur her premises, the Board of County 
Commissioners shail cause wruten notice to 
be served upon all such propefrty-owners, or 
the party in possession of such premises, to 
immediately cause such connections to be 
made; and if the person or persons so no- 
uhed fail, refuse or neglect to connect such 
premises with the sewer system, as herein 
provided, for a period of ten days after ser- 
vice of such notte, all vaults, sinks and 
cesspools ——— such premises shall be 
deemed a public nuisance, and the Sheriff of 
Washoe county shall have authority, and it 
is hereby made his duty, upon written order 
of the Comm ers, to summarily remove 
the same,and in so doing may employ such 
help as he-may deem necessary; and any ex- 
pense incurred therein shali become a lien 
upon the premises affected thereby. After 
removing nuisance, as herein di . 
the sheriff shall make an itemized statement 
of the expenses incurred by him in the per- 
formance of such duty, and deliver the same

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The following is taken from Hum- 
mel’s “History of Washoe County,” 
and while a familiar story to old resi- 
dents, will no doubt prove interesting 
to the many new-comers to Reno: 

In 1874 Keno was overcrowded with 
three-card-monte men, gamblers, bur- 


glars, garroters, and other blacklegs. 
Several of the most notorious of these 
characters received free passes to leave 
town within a certain time, and they 
went. In July. 1874, five men attacked 
and attempted to rob W. C. Elliott on 
on aback street. Elliott’s cries for 
help, and two pistol shots fired by 
him, caused his asailants to run, and 
drew Deputy Sheriff Avery to the 
scene. Avery pursued the fiving rob- 
bers, and ‘overtook two of them at the 
bridge. One of them turned and drew 
his gun, but the officer covered him 
with his revolver and took him in 
charge. Officer Hutton captured a 
second, and the others were pursued 
to Crane’s and captured by Kinkead. 
They resisted arrest at first, but the 
brave Under Sheriff drew a bead o» 
them with his shotgun and ordered 
them to surrender. The reply was u 
taunting laugh, aa they stood at bay 
with drawn revolvers. Pointing hi» 
gun at one, the officer warned him & 
put down his weapon before he counted 
three, or he a by shoot.

The New Chatrman of the National 
Republi can Committee. | 
“Matt” Quay, who on July 11th, 
1888, was made Chairman of the Re- 
publican National Committee, was 
born at Dillsburg, York county, Pa., 
September 3d, 1833. His father, a 


Presbyterian clergyman, removed to 
Beaver county whilxt “Matt” was 
still a boy. After graduating ut Jeffer 
son College, (anonsbury, the latter 
became a law student in Pittsburg. 
Before he had finished his studies, 
however, he started out to see the 
world, traveling through the States of 
Missiseippi, Louisiana and Texas, liv- 
iy: by lecturing and. teaching school. 
Hae returned to Beaver county in 1854, 
where he resumed his law studie- and 
during the same year was ainitted to 
the Bar. In 1355 he was elected 
Prothonotary of the county and re- 
elected to the ame position in 1859, 
out resigned in 1861 to enter the Penn- 
«vivania Reserves, then organizing. 
He was shortly after summoned to 
Harrispury ud made A sistant Com. 
iminsioner-veneral of the State. In 
1862, he for nine months commanded 
the 13th Pennsylvania Volunteers, 
and resigned to fulfill his appointment 
of State Agent at Washington. Inthe 
latter part of 1868, the Legislature 
having created the office of Military 
Secretary to the Governor, he was 
vallud to Harrisvurg to fli the pori- 
tion. In 1865 he was elected to the 
lower branch of the Legielature and in 
1867 was the successiul candidate for 
Speaker. Having become u power iu 
State politics he starte the “Beaver 
NKadlicul, which became one of the 
leading organs of the State. In 1872 
ne Was appointed Se rotary cf the 


ommonnealth, but resigned in 1876 | 


to accept the position as Kecorder of 
Philadelphia, but when General Hoyt 
cute Governor in 1879 resigned and 
returned to Harristurg as Secretary 
vf the Comm, ouwrulth, in turn resign | 
ing this position on the eve uf the gu- 
yernatoriaul election of 1842. He was 

hairman of the State (oman ittee of 
i373 and has ulways worked assidu- 
ously for the Camerun cause. He was 
slected to the United Staten Senate tu 
sucveed John J. Mitchell, and took 
uis seat March 4th, 1887.
